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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9-21-2006 
has been entered. 

Drawings 

In order to avoid abandonment, the drawing informalities noted in the paper 
mailed on September 1, 2005, must now be corrected. Correction can only be effected 
in the manner set forth in the above noted paper. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 6-1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Lacey et al. (US PAT No. 5,485,107) a backplane driver circuit, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of Lacey et al. to further 
includes, among other things, the specific of the input buffer circuit being configured to 
prevent an over-voltage condition on each of the plurality of transistors (claim 4), the 
specifics of a first and second pull-up transistor coupled in series where the second pull- 
up transistor having a gate biased by the first reference voltage (claim 6), the first bias 
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voltage being approximately 1.1 volts during the normal mode and input minus two 
diode drops during the hot-plug mode (claim 10), and the second bias voltage being 
approximately 2.5 volts during the normal mode and approximately the input minus two 
diode drops during the hot-plug mode (claim 11).
